To  THE  Hon.  DILLER  LUTHER,  General  Agent  and  Secretary 

OF  THE  State  Board  of  Charities  : 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes,  we,  the 
Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at  Danville,  Penna., 
submit  to  YOU  the  following  account  of  its  operations  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  with  the  30th  of  September,  1818. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
was  193  males,  and  130  females ; total,  323.  The  admissions  were, 
91  males  and  49  females;  the  discharges,  63  males  and  40  females — of 
whom  19  were  considered  restored,  29  improved,  31  stationary,  23 
died,  and  one  not  insane.  The  number  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was',  therefore,  360 — of  whom  221  Avere  males  and  130  fe- 
males. The  daily  avmrage  was  211.5  males  and  129  females;  total, 
340.5  By  comparing  this  Aviththe  average  of  the  previous  year  it  ap- 
pears that  it  Avas  greater  by  28.  Of  those  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end 
of  the  year  12.5  percent.  Avere  Supported  by  their  friends  and  81.5 
by  the  public  authorities. 

The  receipts  of  the  Hospital  from  all  sources  were  $69,002,27,  and 
the  expenditures,  $68,345.33,  making  the  average  Aveekly  cost  per  pa- 
tient $3.86.  The  many,  and  often  expensive  repairs  constantly  called 
for  in  an  Hospital  have  been  as  far  as  practicable  postponed  on  account 
of  the  lateness  in  the  year  with  which  appropriations  have  been  re- 
ceived. It  is  not  to  be  e.xpected  that  the  same  average  can  be  main- 
tained during  the  coming  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  during  which  the  Hospital  was  in  ope- 
ration the  percentage  of  private  patients  was  27,  as  compared  with 
those  supported  at  public  expense.  This  percentage  has  regularly  and 
gradually  decreased  until,  as  appears  above,  it  has  become  less  than 
one-half  of  what  it  was  six  years  ago.  The  change  in  the  material 
condition  of  our  population  as  indicated  in  this  manner  cannot  be  ac- 
cidental Alongside  of  it  should  also  be  placed  the  fact  that  many  pub- 
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lie  patients  have  been  removed  prematureh'  for  tlie  assigned  reason 
that  the  charges  cannot  be  met.  It  becomes,  therefore,  a question 
well  worthy  of  consideration  whether  a larger  portion  of  the  support  of 
hospitals  should  not  be  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury,  in  order  that 
the  burdens  to  individuals  and  Poor  Districts  could  be  correspondingly 
diminished. 

The  work  on  the  South  Wing  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  put  under 
roof  last  year,  has  been  carried  forward  as  rapidly  as  could  be  done 
consistently  with  economy  and  good  workmanship;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  early  next  year  it  will  be  ready  for  occupation.  The  house  at  the 
gate,  to  serve  also  as  a station  on  the  Rail  Road  on  which  the  majori- 
ty of  the  patients  arrive,  will  be  ready  for  use  before  the  expiration  of 
the  year.  Such  other  and  smaller  outbuildings  as  are  considered  im- 
portant to  the  advantageous  workings  of  an  Hospital  have  been  com- 
menced and  will  be  early  completed.  It  is  believed  that  before  another 
twelve  months  have  passed  the  Hospital  proper,  as  well  as  all  the  nec- 
essary structures  outside,  will  be  finished. 

On  building  account  the  amount  received  from  the  State  Treasury  is 
$58,000  ; from  the  sale  of  stone  and  all  other  sources,  $315.50  ; total, 
$58,375.50.  This  has  all  been  expended,  with  a balance  of  $61.84.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

1) 

To  THE  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  : 

The  Bye-Laws  established  by  you  for  the  gout  runu^nt  of  the  Hos- 
pital direct  that  its  superintendent  shall  give  at  your  annual  meeting 
a full  and  detailed  report  of  its  operations  during  the  year  ending  on 
the  30th  of  September  preceding,  with  tabular  statements  of  the  cases 
treated  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Hospital,  with  such  other  observa- 
tions as  he  may  deem  useful  or  interesting.  In  compliance  with  this 
direction  I respectfully  lay  before  you  my  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

In  the  report  for  the  last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  fact  that 
the  disease  especially  calling  for  treatment  in  this  institution  was  es- 
sentially chronic  and  that  on  this  account  the  impatience  or  pecuniary 
necessities  or,  perhaps,  illy-timed  sympathies  of  those  controlling  the 
sojourn  of  patients  in  hospitals  was  often  a stumbling  block  in  their 
road  to  health. 

In  the  annexed  tables  an  illustration,  at  least,  if  not  a proof  of  this 
will  be  found.  Of  the  admissions,  21  had  been  in  the  Hospital  before  ; 
8 of  these  had  been  under  treatment  too  short  a time  to  test  fairly  their 
curability,  as  the  duration  of  their  residence  was  only  from  two  and 
one-half  to  nine  months.  Of  those  discharged  restored  one  was  under 
treatment  three  years ; one,  two  years ; and  two,  eleven  months.  If 
either  of  them  had  gone  home  much  earlier,  it  would  have  been  neces- 
sary to  record  their  condition  mentally  as  stationary.  The  proof  is, 
therefore,  conclusive  that  persistent  treatment  will  effect  restoration 
where  a short  period  will  be  comparatively  fruitless,  and  that  nearly 
one-half  of  those  whom  it  was  necessary  to  return  to  the  Hospital  did 
not  have  such  prolonged  treatment. 

An  inference  to  the  same  effect  is  fairly  drawn  from  the  many  cases 
probably  curable  who  are  discharged  after  three  months’  treatment  as 
only  improved.  In  any  particular  case  of  this  class  nothing  certain 
can  be  asserted  as  to  their  curability,  but  of  the  mass  very  reasonable 
predictions  can  be  made. 
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If  it  be  then  acce])ted  that  many  of  the  insane  are  uncured  because 
their  treatment  is  too  brief,  even  when  commenced,  and  also  the  allied 
fact  that  it  is  often  postponed  beyond  the  period  when  it  inig-ht  become 
effective.  It  is  well  to  refer  to  the  reasons  for  what  is  so  disastrous  to 
the  welfare  of  the  patient. 

One  reason,  no  .doubt,  is  the  ])revalent  ignorance  of  the  tendency  of 
the  course  often  pursued.  The  repair  of  a piece,  of  lifeless  mechan- 
ism may  be  undertaken  at  any  time  and'  completed  at  once,  or  with 
intervals  of  repose,  indefinite  as  to  number  or  duration,  and  all 
this  without  any  necessary  bearing  on  the  effectiveness  of  the  work. 
A broken  clock  may  be  thrown  on  a shelf  and  allowed  to  accumulate 
dust,  and  then,  when  caprice  shall  suggest  or  the  possession  of  a few 
dimes  make  it  possible  to  pay  for  the  work  or  the  want  of  a time-piece 
requires  it,  it  can  be  hunted  up,  taken  do\vn,  dusted  and  taken  to  the 
shop  and  fixed  up.  The  owner  can  even  have  one  wheel  rejiaired 
this  year  and  the  other  the  next.  These  ideas  which  are  very  applica- 
ble to  a piece  of  brass  do  not  suit  the  highly-organized,  extremely  sen- 
sitive and  ever-chgnging  nervous  matter  without  whose  integrity 
healthy  mental  operations  can  not  occur,  arid  yet  such  ideas  not  seldom 
control  the  destinies  of  the  insane.  The  ([uestion  here  is  not  as  to  the 
remedy  but  the  manner  of  its  application.  Light  must  be  diffused, 
but  to  do  this  and  to  make  men  willing  to  walk  in  it  is  not  an  easy  task. 

Another  obstacle  in  the  way  of  timely  and  adetpiate  treatment  is  the 
unwillingness  of  persons  to  commit  their  friends  to  the  care  of  stran- 
gers when  all  their  sympathies  and  affections  for  them  are  strangely 
excited  by  the  helplessness  of  their  diseased  condition.  The  love  for 
kindred  and  friends,  without  which  domestic  and  social  life  would  be 
impossible,  postpones  the  treatment,  interferes  with  it,  often  makes  it 
inefficient  while  in  progress  and  brings  it  prematurely  to  an  end.  It 
is  doubtful  whether  any  arguments  and  proofs  as  to  the  necessity  and 
efficiency  of  early  and  persistent  treatment  will  overcome  to  any  great 
extent  the  difficulty  here  mentioned  so  long  as  human  nature  remains 
what  it  is.  Few  people  are  convinced  against  their  will,  and  in  this 
way  it  happens  that  many  apologize  for  bringing  a patient  to  the  Hos- 
pital by  saying  that  everything  has  been  tried  that  they  could  think 
of  and  that  every  other  resource  had  been  exhausted.  When  the  pa- 
tient becomes  as  intractable  at  home  as  the  disease  and  life  and  prop- 
erty become  endangered  then  acquiescence  is  given  to  measures  which 
ought  to  have  been  adopted  long  ago.  When  they  can  no  longer  help 
themselves  Hospital  aid  is  invoked  for  their  friends  or  wards,  and  what 


could  have  been  accoui))lished  iu  a few  mouths  will  now  require  many, 
if  accomplished  at  all. 

Another  obstacle  already  alluded  to  in  the  care  of  the  insane  and 
' most  fre(iuently  assigned  is  the  want  of  means  to  support  them  away 
i from  home  or  outside  of  a poorhouse.  With  the  mass  of  those  who 
I make  up  the  population  of  a i)ublic  institution  this  is  a real  dfficulty 
' and  is  fully  appreciated  only  by  those  who  have  observed  the  gradual 
impoverishment  of  a family  which,  dependent  upon  manual  labor  for 
support,  is  burdened  with  the  care  of  an  insane  member.  The  disease 
generally  strikes  those  of  mature  years  whos(^  power  to  earn  bread  had 
been  depended  upon  and  has  become  necessary,  even  if  it  be  not 
one  of  the  heads  of  the  family  itself  When  the  power  to  destroy  and 
waste  now  becomes  equal  to  the  power  to  earn  the  scanty  savings  of 
the  most  thrifty  even  will  soon  vanish.  If  when  everything  goes  well 
the  closest  economy  is  necessary,  the  two-fold  drain  opened  by  this  af- 
fliction cannot  long  be  endured ; and  the  greater  the  resolution  not  to 
' succumb  and  become  dependent  upon  public  or  private  aid  the  more 
complete  the  exhaustion  when  the  collapse  comes  at  last.  If  it  be  the 
I part  of  statesmanship,  and  it  has  been  so  recognized  by  some  of  the 
I most  eminent  statesmen  of  the  land,  to  look  upon  the  insane  poor  as 
; the  wards  of  the  nation,  to  be  provided  for  in  buildings  erected  at  the 
expense. of  the  State,  it  follows  that  the  charges  should  not  be  beyond 
j the  reach  of  the  poorest  who  stand  in  need  of  such  accommodation. 
One  way  to  accomplish  this  would  be,  of  course,  to  diminish  the  ex- 
penditures, and  as  a result  to  lower  the  character  of  the  accommoda- 
tion and  treatment.  If  this  were  done  to  any  appreciable  extent  hos- 
pitals would  soon  be  brought  down  to  the  level  which  they  were  es- 
tablished to  escape  from.  It  would  be  in  every  way  a failure  to  ei'ect 
costly  structures  as  hospitals  and  then  allow  their  administration  to 
deteriorate  until  their  curative  character  was  lost  and  they  had  be- 
come mere  receptacles.  The  other  remedy  is  a different  distribution 
of  the  cost  of  their  maintenance,  a larger  proportion  than  at  present  of 
this  being  borne  by  the  state  and  the  rates  of  the  Poor  Districts  and 
indigent  correspondingly  reduced.  Then  the  painful  spectacle  would  be 
less  frequently  presented  of  the  thrifty,  industrious  tax-payer  of  small 
means  becoming  pauperized,  or  the  care  of  insane  poor  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder.  Such  a measure  would  act  injuriously  to  no  one  and 
could  not  fail  to  result  in  great  good  to  those  Avho  are  at  present  de- 
' prived  of  hospital  care  and  treatment. 

Every  case  of  insanity  is  accompanied  if  not  produced  by  a deterio- 
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ration  of  the  bodily  health  and  until  this;  is;  re^^tored  luj  permanent 
change  for  the  better  in  the  mental  trouble  can  be  looked  for.  While 
the  bodily  health  is  being  improved,  the  mind  is  soug-ht  to  be  diverted 
from  its  morbid  notions  by  all  practicable  methods.  These  two  things 
go  hand-in-hand,  the  one  ever  assisting  the  other.  By  cleanliness  of 
person,  apparel,  apartment  and  air,  a suitable  quantity  and  variety  of 
plain,  nutritious  and  properly  prepared  food,  by  natural  alternations  and 
amounts  of  sleep  and  waking,  rest  and  exercise,  by  temj)erature  and 
apparel  that  are  normal  and  appropriate  to  the  season,  and  medicines 
that  may  be  indicated,  the  body  is  invigorated.  By  occui)ation,  not 
at  all  necessarily  labor,  in  any  and  all  innocent  ways,  the  mind  is  lift- 
ed, if  possible,  out  of  its  unhealthy  ruts.  Such  appliances,  judiciously 
made  and  assisted  b}'  the  removal  as  far  as  possible  of  every  influence 
which  can  depress  the  body  or  the  mind,  will  effect  restoration  if  with- 
in the  reach  of  human  means. 

In  the  case  of  the  insane  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  that  those 
about  them  be  surrounded  with  iiilluences  which  tend  to  counteract  the 
effects  of  the  profanity,  obscenity  and  untruthfuhiess  which  they  are 
constantly  obliged  to  listen  to.  Insanity  invades  and  demoralizes  the 
whole  being;  not  simply  the  mind,  but  also  the  s])iritual  or  moral  na- 
ture. Sometimes  the  tlisorder  predominates  so  greatly  on  the  ])urely 
mental  side  of  our  nature  that  any  impairment  of  the  moral  nature  is 
hardly  perceived,  and  there  is  intellectual  insanity  ; in  other  cases  the 
reverse  is  true  ; but  generally  there  is  disorder  every^vhere.  No  one 
can  much  associate  with  a person  thus  afflicted  without  feeling  the 
downward  impulse  ; the  tendency  is  ever  to  a lower  level.  If  the 
minds  of  the  patients  have  become  wrecks  and  no  longer  respond  to 
the  humanizing  influences  of  religious  instruction,  of  pictures,  of  mu-  1 
sic,  of  books,  of  flowers,  then  so  much  greater  is  the  necessity  that  they  | 
should  not  be  dispensed  with,  in  order  that  those  who  devote  them-  |j 
selves  to  the  care  of  the  ruined  should  not  be  themselves  ruined.  And  [ 
were  every  inmate  of  an  institution  demented,  blind  and  deaf,  these  1 
means  of  diversion  coiild  not  be  dispensed  with.  But  many  who  are 
not  beyond  recovery  may  be  lifted  up  by  the  gentle  influence  of  a har-  ' 
monious  sound  or  a picture,  who  without  it  would  never  rise.  And 
how  grateful  must  be  the  sunshine  thrown  by  these  means  across  the  | 
gloomy  paths  of  the  much  larger  number  who  never  can  get  well  but 
must,  shut  out  from  kindred  and  home,  pursue  their  downward  courstj 
alone.  No  Hospital  can  be  so  well  equipped  that  there  will  be  not  alj 
ways  plenty  of  room  for  judicious  additions  in  this  direction.  I 
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The  exercises  in  the  Chapel  have  been  continued  during  the  year, 
onsisting  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  reading-  of  a portion  of 
Scripture  and  prayer  every  evening,  and  a service  conducted  by  the 
dergymen  of  Danville  every  Sunday  afternoon.  During  the  six  win- 
er  months,  half  an  hour  additional  was  occupied  three  evenings  in  the 
week  with  exhibitions  of  pictures  on  a screen,  lectures,  music,  read- 
ngs,  etc.  There  are  abundant  supplies  of  suitable  reading  matter  for 
ill  who  can  use  them.  The  pleasure  carriage  has  been  in  daily  use, 
:akiug  small  parties  through  the  surrounding  country.  The  wards  are 
furnished  with  the  implements  for  the  various  quiet  games  suitable  for 
the  house,  as  well  as  the  more  exhilarating  out-door  sports.  Arrange- 
ments now  in  progress  will  early  give  us  abundant  and  efficient  facili- 
ties for  jiropagating  ornamental  plants  for  setting  out  and  exhibition 
in  the  wards  and  conservatory. 

In  a few  months  more  building  will  be  over  and  the  workmen  out 
jf  the  way  ; the  large  yards  now  in  progress  for  the  female  patients 
will  He  finished  and  there  will  be  for  the  first  time  proper  facility  for 
out-door  exercise  for  those  who  are  unable  for  various  reasons  to  take 
formal  walks  or  rides.

RULES. 

TO  BE  OBSERVED  IN  BRINGING  PATIENTS  TO  THE 

HOSPITAL. 


1.  Before  the  admission  of  a patient,  unless  when  sent  by  an  order  of 
Court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  loith  the  certificate  of  two  phy- 
sicians as  to  his  insanity,  sworn  to  and  ce>  tified  as  required  by  law. 

(Sec  page  40.) 

In  the  case  of  a pri\^ate  patient,  or  one  supported  by  his  relatives 
or  friends,  or  guardian,  or  charitable  organization  or  committed  a re- 
quest by  a near  relative,  or  friend,  or  guardian,  that  he  may  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  institution  shall  also  be  furnished  the  Sujjerintendent, 
also  a bond  with  a satisfactory  security  for  the  payment  of  board  and 
other  necessary  expenses  while  in  the  hospital,  as  well  as  his  removal 
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when  required  by  the  Trustees  or  Superintendent.  A patient  thus  re- 
ceived shall  make  a payment  of  thirteen  weeks’ board  in  advance,  at 
the  time  of  admission,  and  if  removed  before  the  expiration  of  the 
thirteen  weeks  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent,  no  part  of 
the  payment  shall  be  refunded.  Parties  uukno^cH  to  the  officers  of  the 
Hospital  will  furnish  such  evidence  of  the  resprinsibiliti/  of  the  signers  of 
the  bond  as  will  be  satisfactory  to  strangers.  Neglect  of  this  requirement 
will  he  sure  to  result  in  annoyance  and  needless  expense. 

Authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor  bringing  a patient,  will  be  re- 
quired to  give  a l)ond  for  the  payment  of  board  and  all  necessary  ex- 
penses, and  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  requested  by  the  Super- 
intendent. They  shall  also  pay  thirteen  weeks’  board  in  advance  at 
the  time  of  admission. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  Ijy  the  order  of  any 
Court  or  Directors  of  the  Poor,  the  order,  or  warrant,  or  copy  thereof 
by  which  a person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3.  Every  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean 
and  free  from  vermin  or  an}'  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Every  patient  shall  l)c  provided  with  such  an  amount  and  qual- 
ity of  clothing  as  will  admit  of  frequent  changes,  and  make  him  per- 
fectly comfortable. 

5.  A written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient, 
and  if  possible  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  ac- 
company him  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential 
particulars  may  be  learned. 

G.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attend- 
ance for  all  who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  three  dollars 
per  week  For  private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or 
their  friends,  the  price  varies  from  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  five 
dollars  or  more,  per  week;  according-  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incur- 
red and  their  ability  to  pay.  Those  able  to  do  so  are  expected  to  p.ay 
at  least  the  expense  of  the  support  of  the  patient,  which  is  considera- 
bly above  the  lowest  rate. 

7.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  commandment  are  not  suspended 
in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a patient  to  the  Hos- 
pital, an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by  disguising  from  him  the 
fact  that  physicians  and  friends  consider  him  sick,  and  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  take  him  to  an  Hospital,  where  his  chances  of  being  cured 
are  the  best  that  can  be  afforded  him,  and  whence  he  will  be  taken 
home  again  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of  the  de-

ception  does  not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness  of  the 
person  against  whom  it  is  practiced.  Use  force,  if  necessary,  and  let 
there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing  ; but  deception 
never. 

Packages  for  patients  must  be  prepaid  and  addressed  to  them  in 
care  of  the  Hospital. 

Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  week  day,  from  10  to 
12  A.  M.,  and  from  2 to  1 P.  M.,  but  no  visitors  shall  be  admitted  to 
any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  express  permission  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no  amount  of  visiting  is 
permitted  which  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patients. 

Application  should  be  made,  and  the  proper  blanks  secured  and  filled 
out  and  signed,  before  the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks 
for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained  at  the  Hospital,  through  letter  or 
otherwise,  or  from  the  Treasurer  or  either  of  the  Trustees.
